DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on June 24, 2005 was filed 
after the mailing date of the RCE on June 24, 2005. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information 
disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-39 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1,19 and 39 are allowed since there is no prior art teaches a 
system for color display with a post-display panel dynamic displacement element 
that is configured and arranged to repeatedly displace alignment of the color- 
component sub-pixels generated by the pixellated electronic display panel 
through a sequence of position during each image frame . 

Claim 32 is allowed since there is no prior art teaches a method for color 
display with steps of (a) illuminating color-component sub-pixels in a pixellated 
electronic display panel with color-separated, fixed color components; (b) 
dynamically and repeatedly aligning the color-component sub-pixels through a 
sequence of position during each image frame . 

Claims 2-18, 20-32 and 34-38 are allowed since they depend on the 
allowed claims.
